BEAUFORT, N. C., June 23, 1874. 


Mr. Editor :—I have been sojourn- 
ing here several days, and I must say 
that Beaufort is a charming sea-side 
resort. It is cool and pleasant. You 
never suffer from the heat. And 
dust, and musquitoes, and other an- 
noyances characteristic of our South- 
ern summers, are almost wholly un- 
known just here. Such a favored 
spot under our burning suns is surely 
a most precious boon, a place ap- 
pointed of God forsuffering humanity 
to take refuge in. The clear foun- 
tains, with their overshadowing 
recks and trees, and grassy borders 
that occasionally greet the eye of the 
weary, thirsty traveler on the burn- 
ing ge of Arabia, are hardly. 
to be prized than this 


| delightful North Carolina ocean- 


gallery, which fs well known to 
the public by the historic name 
of Beaufort—pronounced So-fort ; 
the Beaufort in South Carolina is 
pronounced by the citizens of that 
flourishing State Bu-fort. The way 
our tar-heel brethren pronounce the 
name is correct, if we know anything 
about the French language. Letthe 
eminent “Bard of Rhamkatte’’ turn 
the focus of his intellectual faculties, 
his genius, his learning, his acute 
powers of perception, upon this sub- 
ject, and say if we are not right. 

The close proximity of the sea is 
what gives Beaufort its chief charms. 
If the ocean really had a mane, as 
Lord Byron avers, in Childe Harold, 
cantoiy., st. 184, a long-armed indi- 
vidual of the giant order might easily 
Iny his megathean fingers upon it, 
and play ‘familiar with his hoary 
locks.’”?’ All day and all night his 
hoarse voke may be heard—the 
slumbers of the surf, and the dashing 
and splashing and roaring of the rest- 
less breakers at the mouth of the har- 
bor. Standing in the ocean-front 
piazza of the Atlantic Hotel, one ean 
plainly see the frolicsome white-caps 
tossing and rolling about the bar, and 
the vast blue ocean stretching away 
eastward and southward till lost to 
view among the distinct, misty ho- 
rizon.

THE SUPREME CouRT REPORTS 


FOR JANUARY.—It is a subject of | 


complaint with the members of the 
Bar generally $throughout the State 
that the Supreme Court Reports of 
the January term are not yet vut, al- 
though the June term is nearly half 


over. The result is that cases pre- 
senting points already decided last 


term are likely to come up again this 
term by reason of the decisions being 
unknown to the Bar. This involves 
a delay ofthe time of the court and 
acruel and unnecessary expense to 
clients in those cases. It is so im- 
rtant that the law should bespeed- 
ly made known that an act of the 
Legislature requires, under penalty, 
the acts of the General Assembly to 
be published within forty days after 
the adjournment of that body. ‘The | 
speely publication of the decisions 
of the Supreme Court which are the 
authoritative construction of the law 
is still more important. The Su- 
reme Court and the General Assem- 
bl y adjourned uearly at the same time, 
yet while the acts of 1873 have long 
been made publie the Supreme Court 
decisions have not yet been issued 
from the Press.

THE bill passed by Congress in re- 
lation to the finances of the country 
inflates the currency to the extent of 
some $00,000,000, which money has 
been heretofore locked up in the 
vaults of the various banks. <A re- 
distribution of the eurrency was also 
ordered, which will give to the 
Southern and Western States more 
banking capital. The President, 
though differing with Congress in 
his financial views, has signed the 
bill, and we may hope some little 
benefit to result to the people of the 
South. 


Cou. WADDELL, of the Third Con- 
gressional District, is making a good 


canvass, says the Wilmington Star. 


His opponent, Mr. McKay, refuses 
to swallow the Civil Rights bill, 
negro and all, notwithstanding his 
former declarations concerning ‘‘the 
parlor and the kitchen,” and is now 
denouncing the measure. What will 
the negroes of that District think of 
this position of theirstandard bearer ? 
It is certain that Col. WADDELL will 


be re-elected by a larger majority’ 


than before. 


THE Augusta cotton mill was 
bought by its present owners for one 
hundred and forty thousand dollars 
on ten years credit at seven per cent. 
interest. The stockholders paid sixty 
thousand dollars expended in ma- 
chinery and improvements. The 
property has paid for itself ; addition- 
al-land has been purchased; new 
buildings have been erected; one 
hundred thousand dollars invested in 
new machinery; the capital stock 
has been increased (watered) to six 
hundred thousand dollars, and on 
this, each quarter, five per cent. div- 
idends are paid. In five years the 
manufacturing company have paid 
out nine hundred and nine thousand 
four hundred and one dollars in 
wages, and sold five million one 
hundred and seventy-eight thousand 
six hundred and twelve dollars and 
ninety-six cents worth of products : 
nett earnings are seven hundred and 
ninety thousand five hundred dollars 
and fifty-eight cents, and dividends 
paid to stockholders six hundred and 
sixty thousand dollars. Every sin- 
gle material or element of industry 
entering into the production of cot- 
ton cloth isas cheap in North Caro- 
lina as in Augusta. Why is not the 
capital of our State turned into this 
channel? Raleigh could have its 
Kalf-dozen factories if she would.

Senator Ranson. 
The Wilmington Sfar thus speaks 
of this honored son of North Caro-

Ransom, our gifted United tates 
Senator, is a worm friend of this 
city.

THE Statesville Landmark is the 
name of a handsome paper just com- 
menced at Statesville, by Messrs. 
Hussky & MALLARD, under the edi- 
torial management of our young 
friend JouN B. Hussey, late of the 
Piedmont Press. It is well edited 
and presents a neat appearance. The 
Landmark will always be found bat- 
tling in the ranks of the Democratic- 
Conservative party, and we know 
the trenchant pen of friend HUSSEY 
will deal many heavy blows at the 
corruption which has so long stalked 
through our land. The Landnark 
has our warmest wishes for its pros- 
perity. 


THE people of the South no doubt 
feel relieved that the infamous Civil 
Rights measure failed in its passage 
through the House of Representa- 
tives. We do not believe that the 
bill will ever pass Congress. The 
strong pressure that will be made this 
Summer against the measure,in every 
portion of the country, will undoubt- 
edly prove its death. But the Radi- 
cal party, by the feint that has been 
made, has accomplished its end-—it 
has held out to the negro the sugar- 
coated pill in order to keep him 
strong iu faithand party fealty. 

Has not the Republican party 
taken one step too far—has it not by 
this movementsounded its own death 
knell? Wethinkit has. The white 
Republicans of the South cannot 


swallow this nauseous dose, the ne- 
gro demands it, and the twoelements 


cannot harmonize. 


“The way to make politics cleaner 
is for honest men to assert their su- 
premacy in controlling them, instead 
of standing aloof and groaning over 
a condition of corruption which ex- 
ists only through their mistaken 
sense of propriety.” 

This trathful thrust from the New 
York Zridune at that class of men 
who style themselves polit- 
eians,’’ while they are coutinually 
grumbling at the corruption to be 
found in political parties, can well 
be applied to many people in this 
State. The corrupt Radical party of 
North Carolina could long since have 
been wholly put down but for the 
failure of such men to do their duty 
—they are opposed to corruption in 
all its forms, opposed to Kadicalisin, 


opposed tothat party which has im- 


poverished the State and made her 
bonds a drug upon the market; but 
yet, under a mistaken idea, they 
have refused to take any part in pol- 
iticsand allowed to go by default 
many victories which they could 
have with ease given that party with 
which they areat heart in sympathy. 
Let there be none of this class of *‘no 
politicians” in our midst this Sum- 
mer, but letevery man feel that upon 
his shoulders rests the responsi- 
bility, and the result in August will 
be to overthrow those who have giv- 
en them sucha distaste to everything 
political. 

Judge Russell and the Civil 

Rights Bill. 

The Wilmington Journal charges 
that Judge notwithstand- 
ing he has given no intimation either 
public or private, as to his approval 
or disapproval of the particular Civil 
Rights bill which recently passe | tl e 
U.S. Senate, is fully in aceord with 


j and in fayor of this measure, and 


that the negroes-of that District need 
no Civil Rights bill so long as he is 
on the bench. The Journal sustains 
its charge by reproducing the deci- 
sion of the Judge in the case of the 
attempt made by a number of ne- 
groes in Wilmington last October to 
sit wi.h the whites in the Opera 
House, when they were arrested and 


legal proceedings instituted against 


them by the Lessee of the House. 
The Judge heard the case and gave 
his opinion in writing, and while he 
held that in this case the negroes 
had commiited a breach of the peace, 
for the reason that no one is allowed 
to enforce a mere civil right by a re- 
sort to violence, he held ‘the right 
of the defendants to precisely the 
same accommodations and the same 
treatinent as other persons will not 
be questioned.” Says the Judge: 


‘The pretension that any person or 
class may be prevented from resort- 
ing to a public place whose doors are 
open toall but them, and denied to 
them only on account of color or 
race, will not be tolerated by any 
court honestly and sincerely desirous 
of upholding the constitution and the 
laws according to their true intent 
and meaning. It may be that the 
manager of the theatre has the right 
to separate different classes of per- 
sons whose close association is not 
agreeable to each other—always re- 
mem bering that he must not diserim- 
inate against any—but that the ac- 
commodations given, the comfort, the 
style, convenience and all other con- 
siderations for which the parties pay 
their money shall be the same as to 
all, or so nearly so as to furnish no 
substantial cause of complaint by 
any. This opens a wide field of ar- 
gument into which I have not time 
to enter.” 


We trust the whites of that District 
will not be subjected for the next 
eight years tothe rulings of a man 
holding these views, even in advance 
of the passage of such an infamous 
measure as the Civil Rights bill by 
Congress. 


Tuk adjournment of Congress on 
‘Tuesday will be a source of no regret 
to any one outside of Washington, as 
the country had become tired of the 
prosy proceedings of a body that was 
really accomplishing but little good. 
The thanks ofthe country, however, 
are due to Congress for the many vil- 
lainies which have been unearthed 
during the session just closed, as it 
is aharbinger of the approach of more 
honesty in the government of the 
country. The SANBORN and the 
District of Columbia investigations 
have gone far towards checking the 
rascality that has been practiced in 
high places, and even the audacity of 
such daring rascals as BUTLER has 
been made to suffer. 


Tu Virginia papers are consider- 
ably exercised over the charges made 
against Gov. KEMPER by the friends 
of Col. Mossy, to which we referred 
yesterday, to the effect that the Gov- 
ernor had agreed with Col. Mossy to 
support GRANT for the third term. 
Mutterings of this have been heard 
in Virginia for some time, and the 
public are not surprised at the publi- 
eations now made, but the Conserva- 
tive press demand that Gov. KEM- 
PER should explain away the mys- 
tery and place himself right before 
those who elected him to the position 
he holds, which it is said can be done 
by the publication of a letter written 
by himself a short while since to Mr. 
JOHN TAYLOR Scott, of Fanquier, 
an adherent of Col. Mossy. This 
letter, a copy of which was preserved 
by Gov. KEMPER, gives the whole 
history of KEMPER’s visit to Presi- 
dent GRANT at the urgent request of 
Col. Mossy, and of the attempt of 
Mossy to estrange Gov. KEMPER 
from the Conservative party,

‘We are aware that this announce- 
ment will take his friends by sur- 
prise, Who perhaps never heard him 
in the strain he indulged in the other 
night. It not only took his friends 
here by surprise, but it was deeply 
mortyfying to them. Never in the 
whole course of our life have we heard 
& more universally con- 
demned, and the wonder is, how 
ec ime such a man to deliver it, From 
ministers of the gospel, above all 
others, we have a right to expect the 
most refined sentiments expressed in 


the chastest manner; it was 
too bad, therefore, for Mr. 
Wilson, who had _ for himself 


won such a fine reputation as a 
preacher, to shock his audience as he 
did on the occasion above alluded to. 

‘*Had he made only one indelicate 
allusion, perhaps it might have been 
attributed to ignorance of the double 
meaning that is given in vulgar par- 
lance to certain words; but his whole 
speech, being tilled from beginning 
to end with smutty remarks, pre- 
cludes any such charitable construe- 
tion, Lest it might be thought there

A 
paper to that effect was drawn up by 
Dr. Jeter and signed by all the min- 
isters present. It will be published, 
and the address also, if necessary.

The resignation of Col. Walter 
Clark, as a member of the Executive 
Committee on account of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted, 
and Dr, H. E. T. Manning, of Wel- 
don, was appointed to fill the vacan- 
cy, after which the following resolu- 
tion was adopted :

journ to meet again in this city on 


the lUth day of June next, and that 
all the members be requested to at- 
tend. W. R. Cox, Chairman.
